Painstaking work by detectives of the Missing Persons Bureau often 
locates relatives and friends and saves unidentified dead from being buried in the city’s Potter's Field 
— WHY CHILDREN LEAVE HOME 
---------------- 


BARDS have sung of the joys of the open road 
for centuries. To the Missing Persons Bureau 
of the New York City Police Department, the 
open road is "headache highway"—particularly 
in the month of May "Traffic" on the "highway" 
is at its peak during this month. Attacks of w an­ 
derlust strike suddenly and boys and girls run off 
without a word to their distraught families 
Since the Missing Persons Bureau was estab­ 
lished in 1917, yearly statistics disclose that 90% 
of the persons who answer the siren call to "get 
away from it all" are under 21, w ith the peak age 
at 15 In 1946, about 3,000 teen-age boys and 2,200 


girls disappeared and then returned. The figures 
for the month of May topped all others with 400 
boys and 250 girls pulling up stakes for tem ­ 
porary jaunts. 
The average youthful runaway remains away 
from home a week. If not found before that period 
has elapsed, the teen-ager invariably gets home­ 
sick, frightened, or goes broke. A phone call or 
letter to home reveals his whereabouts, and wel­ 
fare or law agencies start the runaway along the 
road back. 
Domestic friction is usually responsible for the 
attem pts of adults to disappear voluntarily Ex­ 


travagant or shrewish wives and bored or stingy 
husbands make work for the Bureau. But those 
who vanish for such reasons nearly always come 
back on their own. 
Greater difficulties are encountered when men 
disappear because of business troubles, or when 
women drop from sight because they fear they 
are losing their minds or are incurably ill. 
An average of 10.000 to 12.000 persons are re­ 
ported missing each year. The Bureau proudly 
points out that more than 99% of such cases are 
successfully marked closed on the record books 
at the end of each year.
